BASK WRECKED. 


Premature Explosion Spoiled the riot 


of Rubbers. 


Cambridgu, Mass., May 22.—What 


tbe police believe was a daring at- 
tempt to rob the Cambrldgeport Na- 
tional hack: of this city by the use of 
dynamite, in broad daylight, was re- 
vealed by the explosion which blow- 
out the side of the office, damaged 
other parti of the building and wound- 
ed Cashier William F. Roaf. If it was 
a plot to rob the bank the plan failed, 
for nothing of value was taken from 
the place. 


It la thought from the force of ths 


concussion and other evidences that 
dynamite was used, and that it may 
have been set off by a time fuse. The 
bank is in a 4-story brick structure 
in the business center of Cambridge. 
The shock of the explosion was felt 
several blocks, but no damage was 
done outside of the bank building.

The foreign minister, M. De Fa- 
versau, replying to the accusations 
made during the debate that British 
soldiers had massacred Boer women 
and children and had otherwise ill- 
treated the Boers, said Great Britain 
had carriedcivilization to all the coun- 
tries of the world and .had everywhere 
defended liberty of person and o£ con- 
science.

Manilla, May 22.—E. C. Lawrence, 


formerly a private in the Thirty-third 
volunteer infantry, and 
afterwards 


employed as a civilian clerk in the ad- 
jutant general's office at Manilla, has 
been accused of forging the signature 
of Captain Slavens the insular dis- 
bursing oincer, to certain checks pur- 
porting to be payable to General Mac- 
Arthur. On the back of the checks 
were forged indorsements of General 
MacArthur to General Shaffer, and to 
E. C. Lawrence. Two of these checks 
of 5200 each have been cashed at San 
Francisco, but another nsgotiated at 
St. Louis has been returned to Manilla 
and pronounced spurious by Captain 
Slavens. 
Lawrence is suspected of 


other forgeries. 


The Filipinos made an unsuccess- 


ful attack on the village of Nacarla.ii. 
ia Laguna province. A private of the 
Eighth infantry was killed in tbs en- 
gagement. 


The official report of the recent en-

Tragedy at a Roadhouse. 


Portsmouth, 
O., May 22.—Willis 


Long was shot and instantly killed 
by William E. Wallace, proprietor of 
a roadhouse. two miles north of thia 
city, and his twin brother.

The Work of Consolidating With 


the Ohio Southern Will Not 


be Delayed Very Much 


Longer. 


Unless some new legal complica- 


tions arise, the Lima Northern will be 
sold under the receiver's hammer In 
.Lima, Thursday, at 2 o'clock. The 
only complication of this nature, it is 
thought, will be cleared up today at 
Cleveland. Before Judge Wing, the 
usual motion for a modification of the 
decree -will be beard, and the decree 
will be reaffirmed. 


After the sale, tee 2£ew York symdi- 


cate, which is financing the deal, will 
take up the work of consoiidatieg the 
Lima Northern and Ohio Southern. 
Whea this is accomplished, the prop- 
erty will be put in the hands of 
Samuel Hunt for re-organization. 


It is learned from an absolutely re- 


liable source that the negotiations for 
the sale of the Michigan division of 
the Cincinnati Northern to the Lima 
Northern syndicate is still pending. 
So far, the interested parties have 
failed to agree upon terms, bat it is 
thought that the matter will be finally 
adjusted. 


In the event that the Micbigaa di- 


vision is purchased by the new combi- 
nation, Toledo will be assiued of an- 
other Detroit line. Already the Lima 
Northern uses part of the Cincinnati 
Xorthern. It will need part of this 
division for its line from Lima to De- 
troit and it is thought will purchase 
the rest to form a line from Toledo to 
Detroit

But not one 
of iny friends showed the slightest dc- 
Rire to sell, no matter what tho price 
might bo. When Northern Pacific was 
selling at $1.000 a share, a friend of 
mine, a director in the Northern Pa- 
cltlc road, who owned a million dollars* 
worth of stock, catne to my office and 
sn!<l, '1 am a very rich man according 
to the market prices, but I haven't the 
slightest idea of selling a share.' 


"I am very, very sorry for the unfor- 


tunate1 speculators who have been min- 
ed. The attempts of the Union Pacific 
people to seize their competitor drove 
the prices higher and higher- Blen lost 
tlieir heads and rushed in to seil stocks 
they did not own. That is how tho 
crush came. I have letters from woiB- 
eu whoso husbands have been ruined. 
I sec what ruin and misery have been 
wrought. But I never bought or sold 
a share of stock for gambling purposes 
in my life, anil I don't want to own 
Dinncy wrung from people by a corner. 


"The raid on the Northern Pacific has 


been unsuccessful. 
It seemed to be 


based on the theory that there is no 
limit to the power of money. That is 
mere modern feudalism, i am opposed 
to it. 
If It is necessary to limit the 


power of money to do such things as 
were attempted this week, I stand 
ready to accept the limit. 
No man 


should have soch power. 
No money 


should have such power. 


"1 do not. believe in trusts, but 1 do 


believe that the growth of this conntry 
calls for large combinations of wealth. 
I could not hare built tbe Great North- 
ern road myself, but I could get 3.000 
or 4,000 persons to furnish capital 
enough to build it 
Such combinations 


are proper. But combinations to wroefe 
and destroy competitors should be ainde 
imjxissible."
